THE ASSASSIN. ‘ 
Guiteau’s Sister Makcs an Effort in His 
Behalf. 
Curcaao, April 9. 

Mrs. Scoville startled the communi- 
ty this afternoon by filing a petition in 
the County Court to have her brother, 
Charles J. Guiteau, examined as a lu- 
natic, in order that his estate may be 
protected. The statute under which 
this petition is filed provides that 
where any person is an idiot, lunatic, 
or distracted, or wastes his estates, or 
has any estate, real or personal, ‘the 
Ceunty Court of the county in which 
he lives shall, on the application of any 
relative or creditor, etc., order a jury 
to.be summoned to try the question. 
and if found guilty shall appoint a 
Conservator. 

Judge Leomis says he cannet issue 
an order for any one not a resident of 


a resident of this State, so that he will 
not issue an order or warrant. If 
they want Guiteau tried for insanity 
they must bring him here. The case 
will be further considered on Satur- 
day, to which day the matter has been 
postponed. 
This is a new and entirely unex- 
pected ‘turn of affairs. It is not known 
whether Guiteau will ‘be brought here 
or not. As the case requires a trial by 
jury before Judge Loomis, the ques- 
tion will again come up as to whether 
Guiteav was insane at the time of the 
shooting of President Garfield. It is 
said that newly discovered evidence 
will be introduced in the trial of the 
case in Chicago, and many witnesses, 
who were not present at Washington, 
will be in attendance here. The case 
will come up regularly at the next 
term ef the County Court in May. 
The only point in Mrs. Scoville’s bill 
of special importance are her state— 
ments that Guiteau is receiving $15 
a day from the sale of autographs and 
photographs; and that she believes 
Guiteau is about to negotiate, or that 
he has negotiated for the sale of his 
body after execution.

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The Chartz Case. 

Governor Kinkead recently received
